“And who loves war for Wars 
own sake is fool, or crazed, or 

worse.” 

How many really great quot¬ 
ations ar e there in our language 
from writers writing of war? 
Bartlett’s lists no fewer than 
sixty-six items of war in its 
large index, while peace lias 
sixty-five there. But not all is 
lost; for whereas hat e is down 
to sixteen, love soars to 348. 

It i a a baffling condition. If 
poets are tru e interpreters of 
life, wo lov e at least twenty 
times more than w e hate, but 
are at war mor e than we are 
at peace. Perhaps it is that war 
never stopped man loving, and 
that sometimes he has gone to 
war in the name of love. One 
might}, as Tennyson 1 declaims, 
even love war -and there has 
never been any dearth of those 
who were “fool, crazed or worse 
to do it.

seriously to hamper routine bus 
iness at the police stations in 
charge of this work. 

This strange procedure can 
hardly be set down to the p>*ov 
erbial French thrift. Surely, 
not on e of those who turned in 
his or her masks value their liv¬ 
es at less than $2. So we must 
com e 1° the conclusion that thi» 
miner incident in the life of 
Paris is better evidence than 
can b 0 brought by aJl the inter¬ 
national commentators in sup¬ 
port of the reassuring belief 
that the war scare in Europe 
has passed for the time being.
